Italian Shortsightedness 


Tn 0 far as the Libyan campaign is con- 
corned, there are a number of factors which 
fare puzzling to the arm.chair eritie, not least 
‘among them being the sory part ‘played by 
the Italian afr force. Tt was known that 
Cyrenaica was dotted with acrodromes built in 
the last few years and forming an intofocking, 
system with each link about sixty miles from 
His neighbour. ‘The Italians boasted that they 
trained thelr pilots to know every inch of the 
Aesert between these aerodromes and Cairo. 
Yet what did the pilots do when they were 
called upon in the ‘emergency? ‘They allowed 
themselves to be chased out of the air by the 
RAF, and when asked why they permitted 
this, they replied that they had only" two 
machine-guns on thelr machines as against 
eight possessed by the British. Which may or 
may not be a good argument, Other explana 
tions for the extraordinary ‘collapse of the 
really powerful Italian air forces in Libya are 
that they suffered from a shortage of fuel and 
that replacements from Hlaly were insuffeient. 
Both explanations hold water. The RAF, rajds 
during the week preceding the offensive against 
the allan pasitions were principally directed 
against the fuel supplies of the enemy ; but 
that the enemy should have been able to pre- 
dict, and guard against, Apparently: they did 
nnelther. In the second place the Talians must 
have found it by no means easy to keep their

CHRISTIANITY AND PEACE

One of the most interesting developments 
in connection with this present war is the 
publication in “The Times” of December 21, 
of a letter signed by the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York, the Archbishop of West- 
minster, and‘ the Moderator of the Free 
‘Church Federal Council, in which the signa~ 
tories accepted the Pope's Five Peace Points, 
which His Holiness recently made known, 
Declating that the present evils of the world 
are due fo the failure of nations and peoples 
to carry out the laws of God, and that no 
Permanent peace is possible in Europe unless 
the principles of the Christian religion are 
made the foundation of national policy and 
of all social life, the writers of the letter said 
‘that this involved regarding all nations as 
members of one family under the Fatherhood 
of God.

Suatica ‘and. reciprocal equity: 

2 This requires that the nations be de- 
livered from the sievery Imposed upon them 
by the race for armaments and’ from the 
danger that material force, Instead of set- 
ving to protect the right, ‘may become en 
‘overbearing and tyrannical’ master, The ordet 
thus established requires a mutually ‘agreed 
organle progressive disarmament, spiitual, as 
Well as material, and security for the effec: 
tive Implementing ‘of such an agreement 

3. Some juridical institution which shall 
guarantee. the loye! and faithful fulniment 
ff conditions agreed ‘upon and which shall 
Jn case of recognized need revise and correct 
them. 

4. The real needa’ and . just demands. of 
netions ‘and populations and. racial minoti- 
lies to be adjusted as occasion. may require, 
even where no steletly legal right can. be 
established, and a foundation of mutusl con 
fidence to be thus laid wherety many incen- 
tives to" violent action. will be removed. 

5, The development among peoples and 
their rulers of thet sense of deep and keen 
responsibility) which ‘welghs human statutes 
eecording to the sacred and inviolable stand 
ards of the laws of God. ‘They must 
hunger and thirst atter justices and be guid- 
ed by that universal love which is the com- 
endlum and most generat expression of the 
Christen Idea 
While by some it will be claimed that this 

is a highly significant religious document, 
others will undoubtedly add to that the 
remark that it is also one of plain common 
sense, though religion itself partakes of that 
important quality. There is certainly noth~ 
ing in the foregoing to which any democratic 
minded man ean possibly take exception, and 
there is not the slightest doubt that if the 
affairs of the world could be ordered upon 
‘some such basis it would be possible to esta 
blish a permanent peace and permit man to 
progress towards that higher destiny which 
should be his. Added to these basis prin- 
ciples for the ordering of international life 
the writers of the letter to “The Times" 
sought to associate with them five standards 
by which economic situations and proposals 
may be tested:—(1) Extreme inequality in 
‘wealth and possessions should be abolished: 
(2) every child regardless of race or class 
should have equal opportunities of education, 
suitable for the development of his peculiar 
capacities (8) the family as a social unit 
must be safeguarded; (4) the sense of a 
Divine vocation must be restored to a man's 
daily work; (5) the resources of the earth 
should be used as God's gifts to the whole 
human race, and used with due’ consideration 
{for the needs of the present and future genera 
tions. Of the applicability of these standards 
there ean be no question. It is apparent that, 
i it were possible to persuade the world at 
large to accept them, and the Pope's peace 
points, a new order which might well prove 
to be the long awaited millenium would come 
into being. But the obstacles are plainly 
great. They will continue to-exist so long 
as there are nations inspired with the lust 
of conquest, and the desire to make them- 
selves politically, economically and militarily 
secure at the expense of their neighbours, 
‘An even greater obstacle is the man who 
seeks to create what he believes to be a 
super-state with all others subservient to it, 
From that point of view the declared war 
aims of the Germans are in direet opposition 
to what the leaders of important Christian 
churches conceive to be the real basis for 
the fulure conduet of world affairs, and until 
they have been taught the lesson that war 
does not pay, it is unlikely that they will 
import into ‘their policies that degree of 














‘sweet reasonableness which these peace points| 
indicate as necessary.

and “the failure of Britain and the United 
States to understand Japan's true intentions.” 
A completer misunderstanding of the whole 
situation as it stands between Japan, Great 
Britain and the United States than that could 
not possibly exist. It is fallacious to think 
for one moment that whatever propaganda 
‘Chungking may indulge in would have the 
effect of doing more than, perhaps, assisting 
in the corroboration of ‘conclusions to be 
drawn from the plain, hard facts which have 
/emerged since Japan commenced her adven- 
ture in China, 

‘There also appears to be a strange lack of 
comprehension amongst the Japanese legisla- 
tors themselves for according to Domei 
“although relations with Britain and the 
United States appeared to be complicated, 
the questionnaire asserted, those countries 
would easily understand Japan's true inten- 











tions if the Japanese policy was explained | 


‘clearly and based upon ‘such clear factors as 
non-reparations, and non-cession of terri- 
tory,” | When ‘this is contrasted with Mr. 
Matsuoka’s latest pronouncement that the 
white race should cede Pacifie Oceania to 
the Asiatics, it is clear that either Mr. 
Matsuoka docs not appreciate what the for- 
mulators of the questionnaire had in mind, 
or that the latter are wholly unacquainted 
‘with the policy of those at present in control 
of the Japanese Government. 

‘There 1s not the slightest doubt that what 
the Japanese Government has been saying 
during these last four years, is completely at 
variance with what Japanese forces have 
been doing, especially in China, Judged upon 
facts and not words, Japan is engaged in a 
jstruggle for expansion which involves both 
Feparations and the cession of territories, It 
is true that there is no mention in the treaty 
between Japan and the Nanking Government, 
of reparations, but what are the facts?” "The 

lapanese are exploiting the occupied portions. 
of China in an endeavour to make this Sino- 
‘Japanese war pay as much as possible for 
itself. In addition to that it is seeking by 
the establishment of monopolies to foree 
third party neutrals out of the China trade 
for the exclusive benefit of the Japanese 
themselves. In view of what has happened 
during the past four years, and what is 
happening now, it is only natural that Britain 
and America should refuse to listen to words, 
when the facts stand before their eyes in 
complete contradiction of the assurances with 
which Japanese statesmen seek to allay the 
resentment of thoso two countries. 

It is idle in the circumstances to Jay 
the blame for British and American failure 
to appreciate Japan's policy upon the pro- 
paganda efforts of the Chungking Govern- 
ment. Indeed it can be definitely stated that 
that has had no effect whatever upon the 
conclusions reached in Whitehall and 
Washington. All the explaining in the world 
will not remove those conclusions, for the 
evidence supporting thom is overwhelming. 
‘There is one way, and one only for Japan 
to bring about a betterment of the situation 
in the Far East, and that is by a relinquish~ 
‘ment of a policy of aggrandisement by ter- 
Fitorial acquisition, and the attempt to esta: 
blish a political, economic and military hege- 
mony in Asia to the exclusion of ail other 
nations. Such an abandonment would be 
‘something which both Britain and the United 
States would understand, but they cannot 
reasonably be asked to comprehend a policy 
which in fact is so completely at variance 
with the assurances with which the Japanese 
seek to relieve present anxieties. “Peace in 
the Far East depends upon the modification 
}of Japanese aetions to conform with the 
‘assurances which have been so freely given. 
Those latter can no longer serve to mask 
‘overt actions, and the sooner those in control 
Of the Japanese Government realize that, the 
carlier will come prospects of a continued 
peace in this part of the world, 








FIRM REJECTION 
Feb. 27. 

Japanese expression of readiness to 
mediate, or to take whatever action was 
caledlated to restore peace and normal rela 
tions, not only in greater East Asia, but any- 
where in the world, has failed to be produic- 
tive of any effect whatever save to give rise 
fo some misunderstanding and apparently no 
litle embarrassment to Japan and her allies. 
There can be no doubt now that such an 
offer was made. It was first announeed by 
‘Mr. Koh Ishii, deputy spokesman of the 
Japanese Information Board, and later con- 
voyed to Mr. Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Secretary in a communication: from Mr. 








‘Yosuke Matsuoka, Japanese Foreign Minister. 
Publication of that fact created something in 
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the nature of a sensation, and Mr. Matsuoka 
was driven to claim that he had made no 
such offer and that the terms of his letter 
had been misunderstood." Mr. R. A. Butler, 
Under-Secretary for Foreign » Affairs 
nounced in the House of Commons on Monday 
that the offer was in fact made, and that the 
Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs had 
been informed by the British Prime Minister 
that there can be no question of a compromise 
‘or parley with Germany. 

‘This offer on the part of Japan, taken with 
the latest outpourings of the two European 
dictators, now appears in a most interesting 
light. Germany denies that it knew anything 
‘about it On that subject Italy has made no 
statement. Yet the intimate connection 
between the Japanese Cabinet and Nazi re~ 
presentatives, who have penetrated the 
Japanese political system, shuts out any belict 
that they were ignorant of what was happen- 
ing, While the British Government was 
studying Mr, Matsuoka’s ‘offer, Hitler seized 
upon the opportunity to make one of his usual 
speeches apparently endeavouring to make 
British Mesh creep by threats of what he 
would do with submarines in the spring. It 
‘was poor psychology if he thought for one 
‘mement that it would produce any such effect 
tas that which he so earnestly desires, namely 
‘a negotiated peace, for in that he has com- 
pletely failed. It has not been necessary for 
Mr. Churchill to make a speech in answer to 
the dictator's tirades, but to leave it to an 
Under-Secretary of State to announce what 
he would undoubtedly have said had he 
chosen to speak, 

He did, however, have a meeting with Mr. 
‘Mamoru Shigemitsu, Japanese Ambassador to 
Great Britain, in which he is reported to 
have made it’ quite clear to the latter that 
Britain's war aims were unchanged since Mr. 
‘Chamberlain enunciated Britain's determina 
tion to “free Europe from the recurring 
‘menace of German aggression.” ‘That in 
effect was as complete an answer to My. 
‘Matsuoka's communication as the reply 
forwarded by. the Foreign Office, It is an 
‘answer which every Briton, who has witness- 
ed the tragedy of two major wars within a 
quarter of a century, must welcome with 
grave appreciation, and complete agreement. 
‘There can be no peace until it is made sure 
that the future of Europe and the world 
‘at large shall no longer be menaced by a 
turbulent race, brought up to glorify war for 
iis own sake, and for the purpose of terri- 
torial aggrandisement, It follows that any 
effort at mediation, whether by Japan, “or 
any other nation, is in the present circum~ 
stances entirely out of the question, though 
should at some future time Japan be called 
upon to convey to Britain Germany's plea for 
peace, doubtless any representations it may 
have to make will be carefully considered: 

That is the position, It has been repeated 
time and time again that Britain did not 
lightly take up the sword, and she will not 
Jay it down until her purposes have been 
achieved. Germany's now order {s rejected 
by every European country with the excep- 
tion of Italy misguided by Mussolini. Tt has 
been forced on millions upon millions of 
inoffensive peoples who are at present writh- 
ing under a yoke more savage than barbarians 
of the past have conceived, and they await 
the time when Britain will’ make it possible 
for them to rise and throw it off. No mission 
could possibly be more sacred to Great 
Britain than that of releasing these people 
from the bonds of slavery. No duty could 
be more imperative. Britons are not to be 
deterred by stich quaint procedure as is to be 
found in the doings of the various parties 
fo the ‘Tripartite Alliance during the lost 
week. ‘The manoouvre has completely failed. 
It has brought from Britain nothing but the 
firm rejection which it invited, and all that 
remains to be done is to get'on with this

‘The reports that German troops and light 
tanks have made their appearance in Libya 
south of Benghazi is neither improbable, nor 
surprising. While the British fleet has main- 
tained control in the Mediterranean, and kept 
up a blockade of the Libyan const, it has 
never at any time been claimed that the 
Jatter was wholly cMfcient. It never could be, 
chiefly because of the vory short distances 
by sen from Italy round the north and west 
coasts of Sicily, and the distance from that 
island {o Tripoli, and the fact that the British 
fleet had to maintain that blockade from bases 
as far away as Gibraltar in the west and 
Alexandria in the East. But the blockade 
has been so effective that Marshal Graziani 
has been deprived of the reinforcements in 
men and material for which he pleaded so 
carne:tly and which Mussolini was. cither 
unwilling or unable to send,—probably both. 
It would not be impossible for the Germans, 
dodging short distances from port to port, to 
lane sinall units of tanks and men, but that 
they couki hope to land substantial forces 
‘on the north. African coast, and. maintain 
them in a manner eminently necessary if their 
efficiency were to continue for long is clearly 
not the case. The appearance of these Ger~ 
mans in Libya may, therefore, be taken as 

















something in the nature of a moral gesture, 
always providing the Germans can do any- 
thing having any degree of morality,—rather 
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‘than an active contribution towards assisting 
the Italians in resisting the British advances 

‘This development may, therefore, be noth 
ing more than a mere sideshow unlikely to 
have ‘any material effect upon the campaign 
against the tottering Italian empire in Africa. 
Naturally greater attention is being paid to 
what is happening in Bulgaria, It is report- 
ed that the Germans have completed their 
arrangements for the ‘invasion of Bulgaria 
down fo the minutest detail, and that it is 
only a question of days before they move into 
Bulgaria. At the ‘same time it is reported 
that Hitle: may hold his hand for some days 
in order {0 give Mussolini yet another chance 
to save his very abashed face by gaining 
some successes against the Grecks. It is 
foolish to prophesy in times of wat, but there 
will hove to be a very great change so, far 
as the Italians are concerned before they are 
likely fo obtain anything in the nature of 
face-saving successes, and if Hitler is indead 
‘waiting for any such thing to happen the in 
vasion ef Bulgaria may even now be in 
definitely delayed. 

‘More likely is it that the bad weather 
‘conditions, which are hampering the Greeks 
sin Albania and have bogged the roads in 

* "Bulgaria, are responsible for the German 
delay, and that new movements will be held 
up until things improve. Even then it is 
doubtful whether Hitler will do much towards 
assisting Mussolini, Rather is it possible 
that he may content himself with driving 
towards Salonika, and occupying that port 

‘gaining an outlet (0 the Zgean Sea os 
a. primary objective, leaving Mussolini to 
stow in his own grease for a while longer. 
‘That he will eventually march against Greece 
unless he is-able to persuade that country to 
make peace with Italy may be taken for 
granted, but if in this instance Hitler first 
looks after himself there need be no reason 
for surprise. Incidentally the capture and 
occupation by the British of an Italian sea- 
plane base in the Dodecanese Islands suggests 
that they may turn their attention to the 
yeduction of all those islands.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Feb. 28. 

In the correspondence columns of late, 





letters have been appearing on the old con: 
troversial subject of religious education and 
much has been made of the point that be~ 
cause of lack of it the world finds itself in 
® singular irreligious state,—at least as far 
fas the so-called Christian countries are con~ 
cerned. ‘There was a time in Britain when 
‘every secular school had at least a short por~ 
tion of the morning devoted to biblical in 
struction, and possibly the singing of a hymn 
‘and the saying of a prayer. It was not wholly 
successful, for a large number of reasons, 
the chief of which was that the Bible was 
interpreted to the children in the terms of 
the Individual teacher's beliefs. Lack of a 
homogeneous doctrine undoubtedly led to a 
very great deal of confusion, especially in the 
minds of the young and the decision to dis~ 
continue religious instruction in those schools 
was, in the circumstances, probably’ a wise 
‘one, Tt was very properly thought that the 
various churches could best look after the 
religious education of their children, and there 
‘much to be sald for that contention, It 
was left to the Sunday schools to do what 
had been attempted in the weekday schools, 
und there are doubtless many readers who 
will: recall, their late Victorian and early 
Edwardian youth the terror of which was 
Sunday. 

‘Mattins in the morning, Sunday school in 
the afternoon, and possibly evensong thrown 
inns a makewelght. Collects to be learned 
by heart, passages of the Scriptures to be 
treated in the same way, until the child be- 
came 28a tinkeling eymbal capable of re- 
eating much of which he understood little. 
Tt isa wonder that many survived their 
youth to be Christians of conviction, and 
there is an uncomfortable possibility’ that 
many who now profess to be observing 
Christians are so indeed only by force of 
habit, Tt is doubtful whether the changes 
which have since been made have improved 
matters much. Indeed the belief is that they 
have not, for the anxiely concerning the 
absence ¢f religion in so many lives, is 
apparently just as acute as ever it was. 
Possibly a great deal of that is due to the 
fact that many a child soon came to the re~ 
‘alization that Sunday Schoo! meant a quiet 
‘afternoon for the parents after their Sunday. 
dinner, Whether or not the parental attitude 
did much to offset the effect of the teaching. 
‘at Sunday School may be a moot question, 
but it is quite clear that many of the lessons 








then taught were not carried into after life. 
Possibly again the quality of the teachers| 
had a great deal to do with it. For the most| 
part they were devout people whose only! 
‘qualification was their devotion, and in this 
connection it needs to be remembered that| 
the teaching of religion requires just as much 
skill and erudition as the teaching of any 
other subject. It requires something even 
more and that is a burning conviction on the 
part of the instructor of the truth of what 
he or she is imparting. 

"Can that be possible in lay schools? Ex- 
petience of the past suggests that it cannot. 
It is not possible to sccure teachers whose 
instruction is likely to commend itself to 
the varied religious ideas of the children’s 
parents. That-would not, of course apply to 
church schools, but in state schools-attended 
by children of parents of all sorts of religious 
beliefs it is clearly impossible to devise a 
teaching which could be acceptable all round. 
‘The churches are doing what they can but 
the facilities at their disposal are not great. 
They could be assisted greatly by religious. 
activity in the home, but here the passage 
of generations has produced people who have 
no religious convietions of their own and| 
are utterly unfitted to endeavour to inculcate 
them in their children. Of the value of re- 
igious education there can be no question, 
but the impression is gained that the ques 
tions posed by the various correspondents: 
‘are more difficult to answer than they are to 
ask. Whether the churches themselves will 
have to devise a new method of approaching. 
this vital matter of religious education is a 
problem which is attracting the serious atten- 
tion of many. Yet the solution is not easy. 
That is not to say that it is impossible, but 
it would seem that a suggestion has still to 
‘be made of some system whereby doctrine 
may be instilled into the young in a manner} 
which will make its assimilation easy and 
pleasurable. Once that has been done’ the. 
problem of religious education may solve 
itself, 








BULGARIA’S POSITION 
March 1. 

That the situation between Great Britain 
and Bulgaria is rapidly becoming | more | 
serious is demonstrated by the statement | 
which Mr. George William Rendal, British 
Minister to Sofia, gave to British and| 
American news correspondents on Thursday. 
He stated that the time was getting very near’ 
‘when Britain will sever relations with Bul- 

ria, adding that Britain would declare war 
Defore committing hostile acts, and alleging’ 
that the Germans now in Bul could no| 
Jonger' be called technicians ‘as they were 
in fact the forerunners of occupation. It 
‘seems likely that the same procedure will be: 
followed as in Rumania. As soon as the 
German domination of ‘that country was 
definitely assured, Britain had to break off 
diplomatic relations with her, and withdraw 
her diplomatic representatives. Obviously 
they could not be expected to remain, and 
suffer the humiliations to which the Germans | 
and German influenced officials would un- 
doubtedly subject thom. At the same time 
it was plain that British representations would 
be of little effect upon a Government which 
had sold itself and its country to the common 
enemy, and though Great Britain has not yot 
declared war upon Rumania the probability 
of her doing so must not be discounted. 
Should Germany invade Bulgaria, with or 
without her consent, Bulgaria would inevi- 
fably become a theatre of war, in which 
Britain would be entitled to take whatever 
setion she might consider necessary against 
the Germans quite regardless of what might 
happen to the Bulgarians. The departure 
from Bulgarian neutrality, patchy as it has 
been all along, would open the way for the 
British to proceed with the bombing of the 
Rumanian oilfields and refineries, a contin- 
gency against which Germany has prepared 
by the despatch of a substantial air foree to 
protect thom. But what of the Bulgarians 
themselves? With the masses chiefly pro- 
Slay in sentiment, and certainly having no 
reat liking for the Germans, the officials are 
of the opposite way of thinking. They have 
sold their people into German ‘bondage and 
nothing Lut a victory for Britain and her 
Allies can hope to save them from enslave- 
ment. Furthermore the influence which 
Soviet Russia wielded in the Balkan States 
is now nearly almost whittled away, for only’ 
‘Yugoslavia remains,—exeepting of course 
Greece;—outside German domination. The 
fact of the matter is that Mussolini has lost 
his sphere of influence in the Balkans just 
‘as Russia is losing hers, and while the latter 
may not choose to challenge what Hitler is 
doing, and the former dare not, Hitler is 
busily engaged in making hay of their in-| 
terests. 

Tt is a long way rotind, but Hitler’ is 
‘obviously endeavouring to reach the Mediter- 
ranean through the Balkans. At first he tried 
to persuade Marsha) Petain to allow him to) 
proceed through unoccupied France. ‘The 
‘Marshal was able to stand firmly against the 
pressure which was applied, and Hitler failed 
of his purposes. It was then suggested that 
perhaps he might go through Italy. He 
‘appears to have done that to some extent 
judging from the appearanee of small German 
mechanized units in Libya, but not to any 
extent likely to have any profound beari 
upon! the Mediterranean situation. That is 














probably due to the fact that while he has} 
been able to establish large numbers of 
technicians in Italy, the general hatred felt 
by the Italian masses for their German allies 
fs such that any appearance in great numbers, 
might stir up such a resentment that the 
Germans might find themselves committed 
fo the task of taking over the country, per- 
hops by force of. arms. Hitler ‘reach 
the gean Sea, and consequently the Medi- 
terrancan, through the Ballsans, but whether! 
that will 'do him much good remains to be 
seen. The ever lengthening of his lines! 
through countries openly, or covertly hostile! 
must inevitably pose new problems for solu- 
tion, and the time will undoubtedly come| 
when the limits of his ingenuity will have| 
been reached. He is attempting what’ 
Napoleon tried, completely without the 
military genius of the latter, and if Napoleon 
failed in the long run, what chances can his| 
lath and plaster imitator have to do better? 
If Great Britain by his manceuvres is forced 
into war with Bulgaria it will be regretted, 
but Hitler's actions if pushed much further 
will give her no choice whatever, and it will 
be the Bulgarians who will be immediately 
called upon to meet the bill which Hitler 
will ultimately have to pay. 





SCIENCE AND WAR 

March 1. 
Because of the highly developed use’ of] 
mechanization in warfare today there is a 
fendeney on the part of many to lay all the 
blame for the world's troubles upon the 
scientist and the engineer. That is wholly 
wrong for, while it is true that the dis-| 
coveries of the scientist, and the invention 
‘of the engineer have been perverted to the; 
uses of war, the fact is that in most cases 
the discoveries and inventions were origin- 
ally destined for the service of peace, ‘The 
president of the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers (China Branch) made that quite 
plain in the course of his speech at the In- 

stitution’s annual dinner, when he said:— 
“In this stern year of war and present clr 

‘cumstances, the fact that we are engaged, in 
4 vital conitiet, in which whether belligerent 
‘or neutral, we are all so much concerned, 
compels me to digress. 

“Traly his is an engineers’ war, the me- 
chanical engineer in particular being held 
largely responsible ; the engineer, setting out 
to be a benefactor, has now reached a st 
where he has ‘willy-nilly’ to bear. the stigma 
‘of war responsibility. ‘The engineering, pro- 
fession has not been blind to this state of 
affairs, as long before the declaration of war, 
the thought of the abuse of the tremendous 
powers they have unleashed, had troubled 
the minds of scientists of all democratic 
countries. 

“On investigation it Is to be found .and 
therefore has to be recorded, that few har- 
essed forces have ever been discovered or 
created for the purposes of war, but instead 
‘were first applied to the arls. of peace. 

“The curses of modern warlare should not 
therefore, be laid at the door of the engineer, 
as his business ig not the damnation of those 
whom he seeks primarily to benefit, nor can 
he in this day and age be found to answer 
the particular findings of the labour of his 
hands... 

In a__recent broadcast debate between | 
Julian Huxley and Collin Brooks the latter: 
remarked “Science is an instrument —a vital 
‘one—but surely one that has done a great 
deal of harm.” To that Huxley replied: 
“Only becouse of the way it has been used—| 
just like any other tool. You can use a ham- 
‘mer to drive nails in, or smash somebody's 
skull. You can use wireless to give people 
accurate news, good music and interesting 
ideas, or you can use it to spread falschood, 
and inflame, and distort their minds.” So 
it is with science. Huxley contends that it! 
is quite wrong to blame science for inventing 
poison-gas: What happened was that science 
gave the world knowledge about the polson- 
‘ous qualities of all sorts of chemical com- 
pounds, in the course of which the qualities 
of mustard gas were put on record just as’ 
much as the bleaching properties of chlorine, 
or the light-giving qualities of acetylene. It 
was not until sixty yoors later that soldiers 
had the idea of using mustard gas for a 
weapon. The development of the petrol, 
motor by the engineers made the aeroplane | 
possible, but it was the perverted mind 
which, ‘proceeding further than using the 
aeroplane for purely military purposes, con~ 
ceived of the idea of using it for the whole- 
sale slaughter of innocent civilians. 

It is clear that science in all its branches 
must play an important part in the develop- 
ment of human destiny. “It has done s0| 
already and will continue to do so, Even’ 
now it is taking advantage of war conditions| 
to push on further with its investigations, 
and as in the last war rapid progress was. 
made in the development of surgical and 
medical technique, so is it to be expected 
that it will continue to do so in this, ‘There 
is nothing wrong wits science, but rather| 
very much which is good, but, as it has| 
already been remarked, it is the perversity | 
of some humans which have been its results| 
to unfortunite ends. Even here there has! 
been the resistance of good consciences, and| 
it was for the Germans in the last war to, 
adopt means which the British rejected. As: 
far back as 1811 Lord Dundonald proposed 
means of reducing fleets and fortresses by a 





























secret scientific means. He revived his pro- 
posal during the Crimean War and offered 
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to conduct an attack on Sevastopol, :and 
destroy it in a few hours, without loss to the 
attacking foree. A committee was appointed 
to go into the matter, and, thoy

Tt wi 
the Germans who, seventy years later, sullic 
what little honour they then had ‘eft by 
resorting fo a means of warfare which a more 
civilized nation had already refused’ to 
adopt.

THAILAND TENSION

the former originally’ demanded. "in the 
second proposal it is reported, Mr. Matsuoka 
modified, the originally proposed. territorial 
transfers, as a result of which it is under- 
stood that Thailand still gets all the territory 
west of the Mekong River in the Laos Prov- 
ine in addition to an, important portion of 
northwest Cambodia. ‘These second sugges- 
tions Viehy found basically acceptable, much 
40 the astonishment of the French authorities 
in Indo-China, where amazement was express= 
ed on Saturday at the decision of, Marshal 
Petain’s Government. : 

In this connection it is interesting to note, 
{in the light of the allegations of the Japanese 
Press that Great Britain and the United 
States were egging the Indo-China Govern 
ment to hold out, that a colonial official com 
menting on the Vichy reports said “Very 
strong Thai and Japanese pressure has forced 
the acceptance. Everybody is refusing 
assistance, but those who have refused should 
remember that not only France but thelr own 
cause in the Far East suffers from such a 
egrading step as this.” That very clearly 
disposes of the accusations of the Japanese 
Press, and reveals the methods by which it « 
fecks to fan the war spirit at a time when 
‘tension in the Far East has noticeably lessen- 
ed. In doing-so it. renders a distinct dis- 
service, tothe cause of peace and,to:lts. own 
‘country, f6r,—despite what the. chauvinists 
declare, Japan's best interests can only be 
served ‘by Keeping out of this war which 
Germany so earnestly desires her to enter. 

Until the full terms of the mediation pro- 
posals are disclosed, what Japan is. to gel 
out of the negotiations must remain ‘a. my! 
tery, but that the Japanese Government has 
sought to profit by its action is somathing 
which can easily be assumed. ‘Thus if Japan 
is to receive concessions tending to facilitate 
8 future southward drive, the situation In 
the Far East will worsen ‘directly that fact 
becomes known for no clearer proof would 
bbe wanted of the Japanese Government's in- 
fentions of ultimately proceeding with. the 
alteration in the existing status quo to whieh 
the United States and Great Britain have 
AArmly declared themselves opposed. If, for 
example, Japan is fo acquire a number of 
air bases throughout Indo-China the possible 
explanation that they are merely to be used 
against Chungking ‘will carry with it no 
conviction whatever, and the establishment 
fof bases within a” few. hundred miles of 
Singapore, if that’ does indeed occur, “will 
Permit of only one conclusion. ‘Japan as 
received all the acrodromes necessary In 
northern Indo-China for the further pro- 
secution of her campaign against China. 

Much will depend on what. takes. place 
uring the next few days, if thas not already 
cccurred. ‘The French Counell of Ministers 
at Vichy have already arrived at their decl= 
sion that, “taking into consideration the 
rllitaty situation in Tndo-China, it would be 
better to male maximtim concessions regard- 
ing the frontier dispute rather than fight,

Bulgaria's signature to that document 
fg no more than official recognition of a fact 
that has been fully realized, and appreciated 
for what it is worth for a, considerable time 
past, and whot has happenéd is that the pro- 
German politicians of the country have sold 
thelr pro-Slay compatriots into the usual Nazi 
slavery. There appears to be some doubt as 
to whether German troops have actually 
entered the country, chiefly owing to lack of 
official confirmation, but if they have not done 
so already, they may be expected to do so 
very shortly. It was for that reason that the 
alllariee was signed. Penetration which has 
Ibeen proceeding for some months past, will 
itis confidently expected, lead soon, to German | 
‘oceupation of the whole of ‘the country, ond 
the application of German pressure upon 
Greece to make peace with Italy, the only 
means by which Hitler can extricate his 
aeeomplice Mussolini from the mess he has 
got into in Albania, 

Hitler's plan is plain for all men to see. 
With Bulgaria fully oceupled he will doub! 
less seize upon the fabricated story, that Brit~ 
tain has landed, or is about to land at Saloni~ 
ka, for the purpose of threatening Greece 
with invasion. ‘The technique will, of course, 
require the production of documents revealing 
the alleged British plan, and they doubtlessly 
‘will be conveniently discovered in one or 
other of the capitals which Germany already 
‘occupies, for after all what is a spot of for~ 
gery to'men who have already committed 
practically every conceivable crime against 
humanity? Against this perfectly meretri- 
cious triumph on the part of Hitler there is 
to be offset the mutual declaration of com- 
plete agreement between Great Britain and 
Turkey" contained in a communiqué issued 
at Ankara as a result of » conversations 
between Mr. Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Secretary, President Ineunu, and.high Turk 
ish Government officials. “That agreement | 
naturally envisaged whatever changes there 
inight be in the Balkan situation as a result 
of the swallowing of Bulgaria by the Axis. 

In this connection it needs to be xemem- 
ered that at no time did Great Britain have 
any hopes that either Rumania, ov Bulgaria 
would join her as Allies. At the most she 
hoped that they would endeavour to hang on 
to. the precarious neutrality, which their 
governments had declared for so frequently 
Since the outbreak’ of hostilities, and appar~ 
cently all that Britain has failed to do is to 
Keep them out of this war. ‘That is to be 
regretted for the sake of the Rumanian, and 
Bulgarian peoples, who must inevitably 
suffer once it’ is established that 
thoy ave in fact subjected to enemy 
‘cccupation of thelr territory, and belng 
‘used as bases for tho purpose of attacking 
Great Britain. But, things having now gone 
ag far as they have, the time may not be 
far distant when they may be subjected to 
hostile aetion on the part of the British forces. 
‘That their peoples will suffer is regrettable 
but unavoidable, for Great Britain has the 
undoubted right’ (o attack her enemy wher~ 
ever she may find him. For the rest, the 
Bulgarian Government will be in precisely. 
the same uncomfortable position as that of 
Rumania, endeavouring to carry on with 
some shadow of authority in lands completely 
lunder' the military domination of an outside 
Power. ‘They will not like it, and the only 
consolation is that it has been forced upon 
thom by the threats of a powerful nation.

Refugee Hospital 


Report 
Shanghal, Feb, 26. 


‘The annual general report of the 
Axnerican Hospital for ” Refugees 
shows much fine work is being done 
in giving medical treatment to the 
Aesiitute ‘Chinese of Shanghai by the 
‘institution, Out of a total of 5294 
patients treated in the hospital from 
December 1939 to November 1940, 94 
er cent, recelved absolutely free’ at~ 
tention. ‘The whole income derived 
{rom patients was only sufficient to 
pay six per cent. of the expenditures 
for the year. To maintain’ the hos- 
pital for another year will cost in the 
neighbourhood of $400,000, and the 
committee: {s urgently appealing for 
funds to carry on the magnificent 
work of the institution. 

In his report Dr. J. C. McCracken, 
‘the Superintendant, says. 

“This report covers the work dene 
by the American Hospital far Re-| 
fugees during its third and largest 
year of service to the destitute sick 
‘of, Shanghai. 

“The generous assistance of the 
‘Amerlean Red Cross, The China Child 
Welfare of New York and a large 


it pessible for us to maintain more 
than two hundred and fifty free beds 
We are deeply indebted to all who 
hhave helped so generously. 

“I wish again to thank the thirteen 
doctors who came faithfully through- 
out the year and gave thelr ser- 
vices freely. 

Fewer Refugees 

“There have not been so many ré- 
fugees in camps during the past year 
as there were during the first and 
‘second year of the war. Many who 
have been put out of the camps are 
now living in “squatter villages” 
irying to earn, borrow or steal enough 
to live on. With the ever increas- 
ing cost of food many fail to have 
enough to maintain’ health, Mal 
nutrition makes people easy prey for 
disease, 

“An epidemic of typhus fever was 
prevalent during the months of April 

‘Two of our resident doc- 
‘medical student, four niirses 
and’ the hospital barber’ came down 
‘with the disease, but fortunately all 
Yecovered. This disease is carried by 
the louse of which there are a super- 
abundance in the city. ‘The crowded 
condition of the Out-patient Depart- 
‘ment made protection of the staff dif. 
cult, ‘Special uniforms with closed 
jeeves and leggings were worn and 
a vaccine given to those most severely 


"A bath shed was erected in the! 
spring and free bathing facllities were 
offered all summer long. It was 2 
popular bathing resort and . many 
hundreds enjoyed its privileges. To 
tbe able to take a private bath in a 
tub with a bucket of hot water, a 
sliver of soap and a clean towel was 
something to anticipate.” 

‘The report concludes with an ap-| 
peal for as much assistance as can 
be given by residents of Shanghai, 
mentioning the good work to which| 
even comparatively small donalfons| 
ean be put.

Wang Wei-chuan, Chinese servant 
of Mr. B. P. Ghatlla was hacked to 
death, and he himself was attacked 
by two Orientals," believed to be 
Japanese, at the Carlton Apartments 
at the comer of Park-and Burkill 
Roads yesterday morning. 

‘According 0 investigations _con- 
ducted by detectives of the Sinza 
police station, the two Orientals en~ 
tered the victim's fat.

One of the intruders pulled out a 
dagger and lunged at Mr. Ghatli 
who attempted to defend himsolf as 
best as he could, ‘The other assailant, 
however. also attacked the victim,

and seeing no chance of escape but 
the open window. ran toward it and

‘The fall was from the frst tloor 
and a crowd gathered around the 
slightly Injured Indian, ‘Some. per~ 
sons. on learning of the occurrence, 
ran up and entered his fat, ‘There 
they foreed the door of the dining, 
oom open and saw an unpleasant 
sight, “In the middle of the room 
lay’ ihe Chinese servant. apparently

Loss of $8,095,992 Recorded at Fires During 


Year ; Reductions in Fatalities and Injuries 


Shanghai, Mar. 2. 


ALTHOUGH there was w decrease of 122 fire and special emer~ 
gency calls in 1940 as compared to 1939, the total being given 


as 991, losses at fires which the 


‘Shanghai Fire Brigade attended 


within the Settlement and the Special Rated Area were estimated 
at $8,095,992—an increase of $3,068,694 on the previous year, 
according to the annual report of S.F.B, Chief Officer. This figure 
is socond largest in ten years, In 1937, due to the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities here, the total loss was given as $11,685,720. 

‘There were'47 deaths recorded at fires and special emergency 
calls, all these among civilians, while 205 of them were injured. 


Injuries to Brigade staft numbered 76. 


‘These figures compared 


favourably with 1939, for they showed reductions of 36 in deaths, 
104 in injuries to civilians and*sixteen to the Brigade staff. 


‘There was no perceptible improve: 
ment in conditions in the arcos 
Doyond the western boundary of the 
Seltlement, where the Brigaide sti 
Taeks contro! over buildings and. in= 
dustrial operations. for the indiseri- 
‘minate ereetion of industrial premises.

Increased Cost of Material

of imported fre-resisting  bullding|

fayed local firms to manufacture sub- 
stitutes and the Inspection Branch was 
called upon to test numerous pro- 
duets for thelr fre-resistive qualities. 
the results of which were communi 
caled to the Building Surveyor for 
his information. Fire-resisting solu 
tions. and paints were also. mantfue- 
tured locally and tested by. the 
Brigade, “One of the greatest strides. 
‘made was the local manufacture of 
standard _sprinkler-head. which 
stood up to the tests so satisfactorily: 
that samples were forwarded to Eng- 
land by the manufacturer with a view 
{o securing offllal recognition of the 
roduet, 

Complaints regarding fire hazards| 
have again caused a considerable! 
amount of work, the number of in- 
spections arising thereform: having. 
Inereased from 235 in 1990 to 318 In 
1940. Bach complaint was inv 
tigated and suitable setion taken, and. 
thus many fire and potential’ life 
hazards ‘were removed, 

Licensed premises were regularly 
inspected while they were open to] 
the public. and the attention of 
Ncensees was drawn to breaches of| 
the License Conditions. The’ prineipal 
contravention was overcrowding. a 
fuet which justifies the close super= 
vision given to all places of public’ 
assembly by the Brigade. 

Bonthly “inspections. of ‘stationary’

‘The functions of the Revenue 
fOomice are varied and complex, Part 
Jot the work is financial, involving the 
collection of municipal revenue, the 
assessment of premises for rating 
purposes, and licensing; whilst other 
duties ate of non-financial nature 
connected with the Voting List, Elec 
tion of Councillors, and Ratepayers’ 
Meetings. 

‘A complate reorganization of the 
Revenue ‘Office commenced in 1932 
lon its transfer trom the Secretariat to 
the Finance Department, ‘The main 
features of this reorganization were 
Jeompleted prior to the 1937 hostili- 
ties.” Two major changes in organiza 
ion have, however, been introduced 
during the past year, namely, the 
opening of Sub-Offlees to decentralize 
revenue collections, and the replace- 
ment of Foreign Assistant Inspectors 
by Chinese Supervisors, 

Under the decentralizing process, 
‘nine Sub-OMces have been opened, 
Jone in each collection area, and sub- 
stantial savings have thus been 
effected both in working time and 
locomotion expenses, 

Eleven Chinese Supervisors have

Both of these changes have pro-

women were arrested, 

‘The searchings conducted both 
yesterday afternoon and evening were 
ot confined to Chinese alone, but 
Included forelgers and even Japan- 
ese many of whom were late In or- 
riving at thelr offices after being held 
Uup for a considerable time during the 
timn hour.

Saw hundreds of cars and buses 
stopped by Japanese, while In Yan 
tszepoo no raffle of any kind was| 
allowed as search parties carried on 
with their duties, 

Hundreds of foreigners, living in 
Hongkew and Wayside, were also de-| 
tained by the closure ‘of the bridges| 
‘and suspension of traMe, and  were| 
‘only allowed to proceed over the 
bridges at about 2.20 p.m. Chinese, | 
nevertheless were subjected to. the| 
‘most thorough searches in some tim 
fg sentries insisted that they turn out 
all ‘their pockets and show them.

‘The assassinated man and his! 
wounded colleague were picked up 
by the Japanese and sent to a Japan- 
ee hospital, where the condition of 
the latter ‘also was sald not to be 
critical.

‘The Chinese police soon got wind 
of what had happened and tried to 
waylay the kidnappers who, were 
travelling with thelr victim in the 
boat. It was only on February 21 
that the Chinese police finally traced 
the boat to Jin Hui Kong. When 
the boat reached the vicinity of the 
place, the kidnappers already found 
‘a large numberof police watching 
‘ashore.

087,270 for last year, have been approved by the Works Committee » 
for’ submission’ to ‘the Finance Committee and the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council. Inereased costs of Jabour and material were 
mentioned in the estimates as accounting largely, for the higher 
estimates of ordinary expenditures of the department, 


‘The estimates for 1041 were con- 
sidered by the Works Committee at 
‘a meeting held on February 26. It 
was stated in the estimates that the 
strictest ceonomy was exercised by 
the Commissioner of Public Works 
Jn collaboration with the Treasurer 
in the preparation of his  dudget. 
Items of appropriation under the 
budget of extraordinary expendi 
ture were classified as usual in the 
‘two categories: 1, those to which the 
Council is already committed oF 
which are considered urgent; and 2, 
those for which, having regard to 
financial and other considerations, no 
appropriation should be made. this 
year. The estimates in part follow: 

‘The estimates of expenditure of the 
Public Works Department fér 1941

Shanghal, Mar. 1. 

Fitty members of five assassination 
fangs alleged to be aMliated with 
‘Chungking have been arrested by 
Japanese authorities in Shanghal. 
Pro.Chungking terrorists who are 
sald to be responsible for practically 
all shootings in Hongkew and other 
‘Japanese-controlied areas in Shang- 
hal, where many uniformed Japanese 
Ihave lost thelr lives, are claimed to 
have, been rounded up, according to 
the “Sin Shun Pao.” 

Tt is not mentioned when the ar- 
rests were made but the report gives 
the Impression that the men have 
‘been caught over a long period. It 
ig not revealed whether or not the 
men arrested include some of the 
members of the new groups of ter- 
rorlsts whom the Japanese press re- 
cently alleged to have been sent! here 
by Chungking. Since the publication 
of the reports at least one uniformed 
Topanese has ‘been shot dead in 
Pingliang Road, 

‘Socleties Smashed 


‘The assassination gangs alleged to 
have been smashed Uy local Japanese 
military are the Ta Tung Corps led 
by one Wang Shih-hsiung who was 
sent to Shanghal last year, the Iron 
‘and. Blood Corps, ‘the’ Young Men's 
Tron and. Blood. Trallor Extermino- 
tion Corps, the Shanghal Area Mobile 
Corps (which is alleged io be taking 
‘ders from General ‘Ta Li, a former 
Shanghal-Woosung Garrison “Com. 
mander) and another organization. 
‘Two groups of alleged terrorists were 
first ‘arrested in Nantao and. then 
thelr leader Wang Shih-hstung was 
later arrested in one of the foreign 
reas ‘here. 

‘Some of the men are said to be 
responsible for “the ‘shooting ‘of 
Sapanese offcer as. recently as, De- 
ember 10 of last year. ‘This is the 
Tatest date given in. the report, in- 
dicating that terrorist activities 
flirected against the Japanese and 
new Chinese authorities. since then 
May be altributed to a now terrorist 
movement. The names of the arrest- 
fed persons are published in’ the re- 
Port “together ‘with eight photo 
Graphs ‘of them. ‘Three pistols and 
ammunition and hand. grenades sald 
{to have been ‘seized trom the men

Shortage of Diesel 
Oil in the City 


Shanghal, Mar, 4. 

Questioned yesterday regarding the 
possible shortage of petrol in Shang- 
hai an oflcial of the Standard. 
Vacuum Oil Company replied that 
the company would not ration any~ 
thing. He admitted a present local 
shortage of diesel engine oll and was 
unable to state when the dwindling 
local supply would-be replenished 
by shipments from abroad, 

‘Apprehension regarding a possible 
future shortage of gasoline ‘in the 
clty prompted numerous garages and 
transportation companies to. make 
additional purchases yesterday. En- 
quiries made disclosed that stocks 
of gasoline here suflce for several 
more months, discounting the fear? 
and rumours ‘that an immediate 
shortage is impending. 

Rumours of a possible shortage of

source, Were started by speculators 
in the expectation of profiteering 
Inter as a result of hoarding.

Attempted Kidnapping 


ios| Of Prof. Woo Shiu 


Shanghai, Feb. 25. 

‘A. gang of four kidnappers, ‘one a 
foreigner. attempted to adduct Prof. 
Woo Shiu of the Chenan Uiversity| 
last night, but were foiled by thelt 
victim, who bravely resisted them 
until an alarm was raised. ‘The at” 
tempted erime took place on Con- 
‘naught Road near Ferry Road at 4.10 
yesterday afternoon. when Professor 
‘Shiu, who is on the Nanking black- 
list was returning’ to his home from 
the college. 

‘The gang jumped out of a motor 
‘car. licence number 10350. and trled| 
to force the professor to enter. He 
noticed that one of these men was a 
foreigner, although he was not able| 
to given ‘an exact description of him| 
to the police, Shiu, seeing that none 
of the men were ‘threatening him 
with pistols.. resisted all attempts to| 
make him enter the car, and called 
for help. A number of pedestrians| 
heard his shouts and ran to the scene. 
After struggling for a few more 
seconds kidnappers got into the cat 
and drove off towards Ferry Road. 

‘A CPC. arrived on the scene a 
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short time later. but by that time the 
car had driven out of signt. 


Kidnapping Gang 
Rounded Up 


Shanghal, Feb. 28. 

‘Two alleged leaders of ‘ikidnappers 
‘and robbers in the Western District 
fare reported by the “Central China 
Daily News" to have been arrested 
by ‘the Chinese police in | the| 
Western District where they have! 
also committed several murders. 
The Chinese police are sald to be! 
paying serious altention to the case, 
for the men are also alleged to be 
responsible for the shooting of one 
of the police offers. 

‘The arrest of Chen Lal-wu, said 
to be a notorious gangster operating 
In the Tstokadoo area, ‘came as a. 
result. of secret information reaching 
the Chinese police after complaints! 
had been made that a Pao Fu-po, 
the former compradore of a Japaneso 
firm living in the area under the 
gangster’s sphere of influence, had 
repeatedly received extortion letters. 
Pao pald no attention to the letters 
at frst, but the latest strongly worded 
etter ‘demanded $20,000 and it was! 
accompanied by a bullet, 

Relentless efforts made by the 
police to arrest Chen were eventually | 
crowned with success, but Chen 
Sleadfastly denied that he had con- 
Rections with any extortion gang. 
Meanwhile, the police arrested six 
more men, one of whom is alleged 
to have actually confessed to having] 
written the extortion letters. “He 
operates a tea house just opposite 
his intended vietim’s residence, 

‘Both Chen and the latter man, 
named Ho Kan-tsaf, were questioned 
Joinily at length by the officers and 
they are alleged to have confessed 
to a number of crimes, including the 
attack ona branch police officer in 
‘Teaokadoo last year, They are also 
alleged to have confessed that they. 
‘were responsible for the murder of 
Keng Su-pao, a Chinese police 
chief, Li Suchen, a seeret_agent| 
working under the gendarmerie, and 
also one Li Wen-lung. They ‘have 
kidnapped Tang Ho-sen, a cattle 
dealer, It ts stated. 














Rice Bodies Approach -

New York, Feb. 26. 

‘A conference of Far Eastern 
shippers has voted to raise rates 
on outward-bound goods. on a 
Jong general cargo list ap- 
proximately 25 per cent. effec- 
live April 1, it was learned 
yesterday. 


Previously, homeward-bound 
rates from 'the Orient were 
increased 25 per cent. Other 
long-distance rates increased 
were those for cargo from 
the east coast of South America.

Furthermore, it eannot remain 
effective without enforcement of some 
kind, This implies a world govern~ 
ment, Indeed, it calls for @ super~ 
state, ‘ 

‘Such state can come about through 
two ways. One is coercion which| 
means Imperialism or conquest of 
single person or ‘group of persons. 
‘The peace it imposes cannot but, be 
temporary—one or two | hundred 
years ot the most, Before it can 30 
Tesult, there must be a series of wars. 
‘The other way {s cooperation which 
‘means union of will and hope and 
ivision of labour observed accord~ 
Ing to the ideal of fraternity and 
Uberty. There can be efficient evolu- 
ton. ‘There will be voluntary con- 
‘tributions toward progress." There 
must be democracy—as there Is in 
the American Union, in the British 
Commonwealth, and in Switzerland. 
‘And the peace ‘whieh ig international 
‘and creative shall be permanent. 

‘A creative peace is not an imposed 
pence, A man like Hitler, for ex- 
ample, camot accept ‘and’ will not 
support It because he does not, 
understand it, He denies the desir 
abillly of reason, he confuses one 
fdea with another; he. relies on 
Instinet or intuition ‘as a man of the 
Stone Age does. However keenly he 
may feel and think, he lives” too 
much ag a “one-sided man.” Tt is] 
true that man has a soul, heart and 
Sentiment; but it ts also true that 
‘man has reason, too, without. which 
there ‘can be no sclence, no art, no. 
Uterature, oF, in short, no progressive 
civilization. “Almost daily we speak 
of soul, spirit, will, mind and body. 
And 0 we know our heart, motive 
emotion, intellect and physique, 
Universally and eternally, 
‘gomes.from soul and the two are not 
arallel—obviously not as Hitler 
‘seems to assert, We can withess: soul 
suffering and may speak of a poor

‘Siy—Reuter’s report on the recent, 
disappearance of a battalion of Tta- 
Vian colonial infantry in the, water~ 
less plains of Jubaland conjures up 
fa scene appalling to contenplate, if 
we assume that the men met thelr 
‘end through extreme thirst, 

‘MeGee, an American geologist of 
Jurge experience in desert regions, 
who made numerous observations on 
sufferers from extreme thitst, has 
distingulshed five stages through 
which men pass on their way to 
death from’ lack of water, 

In the first stage there is a feeling 
of dryness in the mouth and throat 
‘accompanied by a craving for liquid, 
‘This condition may be alleviated by 
a moderate quantity of water, or by 
exciting the flow of saliva in some 
yay. In the socond stage the saliva 
Gnd “the mucus in the mouth and 
throat become sticky. and scanty, 
‘There ds a feeling of dry deadness of 
the mucous membranes, The air 
breathed in” appears hot, and’ the 
tongue clings to the teeth and cleaves 
to the roof of the mouth, A lump 
seems to rise in the throat and starts 
endless swallowing motions to dis- 
lodge it, Water and welness are 
then exalted as the end of all excel 
Teneo. At this stage the distress ean 
be alleviated by permitting the sip- 
ping of a few drops of water at a 
lime, The last three stages are too 

ng for minute description, 
it to say that the eyelids 
stiffen over eyeballs set in a sight- 
less stare, the tongue tip hardens to 
8 dull weight, and the wretched 
vietim has illusions of limpid lakes

In 1987, collection of land 
tox on “fangtan,"” he sald. was re- 
sumed by the Council, Collection of 
tex on “fangtan” land, he continued, 
was left at a standstil! from 1882 10 
1937 with the exception of certain 
payments of Jand tax on agricultural 
land which wes surrendered to the 
Council, 




















Involved Affair 


Asked how much tax had been 
collected on “fangtan” land since the 
Council resumed collection in 1937, 
witness replied that this was an In« 
volved. affair” requiring his reference 
fo Agures. “After referring to ze 
counts he told the court that that 
amounts ‘collected since 1937 up to 
the end of 1940 was $092,147.17. 
Asked: for a rough estimate of what 
the Counell would be-able, to get on 
collection of all “fangtan” lend in 
the Seltlement, witness replied that 
he could only ‘guess as a Tot of the 
Tand had not been valued and con- 
sequently the faxes neeruing from 
them, must be dilfeult to ascertain. 
With’ that qualifeation he hazarded a 
olal three or four times what the 
Council is collecting ct present 
from “fangian” landowners, 

Continuing, witness aid the Coun. 
cit did not collect Yand tax on “fang 
fan" land from 1802 to 1987. ‘There 
Were no accurate records évailable, 
he explained, iving the names of 
the owners of the land or the areas. 
MW was not until the Chinese Iand 
bureau of the city government col 
lected veliable deta that the Council 
were able to proceed with, the col 
ection of land tax on “fangtan’ 
and 

Plaintifts Called Parasites 


Witnoss added that there has also 
been © considerable amount of op- 
position {0 payment of these taxes 
and reiterated that the Council did 
mot know who to pursue for pay- 
‘ment or the amount owing from each 
Individual eonecrned. In. reply to 
counsel and after referring to. his 
eccounts, witness said the first plain- 
tit inthe action. was owing the 
Council, $6,054.15 up to the end of 
1040, being tax on his “fangtan” land 
which is tho subject of the present 
Titigation; the second. plaintiff was 



























in arrears for the seme period 
$5324.23, the third plaintift $1,01658, 
‘and the fourth $573.44. 

"Mr. Middleton then sald that the 
Council had requested payments 
from plaintiffs by registered letters 
‘on September 19, 1940. With the 
exception of the fourth plaintit in 
the ease, he seid, the others refused 
to accept the letters which. were re. 
turned "by. the post. No other de- 
mand has since been made on them 
for payment. He told the court that 
plaintits are owners of other “fang- 
tan” lend in- the Settlement, not the 
subject of the action. In eonneetion 
with such land, he sald, the frst 
plainti was owing the Couneil up 
fo the end of 1940, $16,954.80; the

‘made demands for payment ofthese

Foreign Protection 


Witness wes then referred by Mr. 
Bryan to the various Iands owned 
by. plaintiffs ond after giving thelr 
location was asked by counsel whe- 
thor it was not true that the lend 
of the first plaintiff is protected by 
‘American marines with whlch wit. 
hese was in agreement. 

“And he 1s getting the benefit of 
protection not only from the Couns 
but also from the Marines?” Mr. 
Bryan next asked, end witness 
agreed. Mr. S. Francis Liu, counsel 
for plaintiff at this function’ objected 
to the questions, declaring that the 
‘American marines were not trying 
to collect taxes from his clients. 

‘Mr. Bryen then declared that 
plaintifts wero “Parasites, living in 
the Settlement and refusing to. pay 
thelr Just share of the taxes.” Wit. 
ness in reply to further questions 
‘agreed. that none of the land of 
plaintiffs ere agricultural land own- 
ers and asserted that the land is in 
the Settlement and not in oxtra- 
Sottlement areas. 


Power to Seize Land 


Mar. 1, 
‘The declaration that the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council was empowered 
under the Land Regulations to enter 
‘upon and seize the land of defaulters 
in the payment of land tax or the 
Fight of direct restraint on property 
was made before Commissioner E. A. 
Long in the Court of Consuls sester- 
day afternoon by Mr... Reginald 
‘Middleton, Deputy ‘Treasurer of the 
Couneit's Revenue Office, Mr. Middle- 
fon made the assertion while con. 
Unuing his evidence in the “fangt 
land case in which four Chinese hold- 
cers of fangtans are suing the Council 
for damages and restoration of light 
and telephone services which were 
disconnected following their refusal 
to pay{ land tax from which thes 














claim exemption as “fangtan” land 
owners. The ease was adjourned 
until next Wednesday, 








During the cross-examination of 
Mr. Middleton by Mr. 8. Pranels Liu, 
for plaintiffs, Mr. R.T. Bryan. Jnr. 
Municipal Advocate ‘protested vigor- 
ously ogainst Mr, Liu's references to 
the “Chinese courts here. declaring 
that opposing counsel was treading | 
‘on dangerous ground and was violat 
ing a taelt understanding to preclude 
all reference to the courts mentioned 
and the Chinese Ratepayers’ Asso- 
lation, 

“What Mr. Liu wants to know is 
why we don’t toke this case to the 
Chinese courts” Mr. Bryan declared, 
adding, “If he wants to know, 1 will 
fell_him, ‘This witness cannoli an- 
swor, him and he knows it, In view 
of the agreement.

Why Tax Uncollected 

‘During direct examination by Mr. 
Bryan witness emphasized. that the 
|Couneit did not collect land tax be~ 
tween 1872 and 1937 on fangtan 'and 
for two reasons viz 1, owing to the 
dearth of necurate details regarding| 
the area of the land concerned and 
2, unceriainty regarding the identities| 
‘of the landowners. He added that| 
there has been considerable oppost- 
tion to payment of the tax. witness 
then vent into details regarding the 
property of the plaintiffs and their| 
assessed values. Asked if it was not| 
true that since 1998 due to the de- 
line jn the valle of the Chinese dol-| 
Jar, the value of property in the| 
‘Settlement went up in terms of Chi 
nese dollars witness replied that it 
thas been so as a general statement, 

In cross-examination witness em- 
hatically denied the suggestion of 
Mr. Liu that since 1872 the Counell| 
had made no effort to ascertain the| 
details regarding the owners and| 
areas of “fangtan” land in the Settle-_ 
ment. “The Council had made many’ 
attempts to secure the details witness| 
explained, but had not been success-| 
ful Asked what efforts had _been| 
made by the Council in this diree- 
tion frrom 1872 to 1937 or the inter-| 
vening period of 65 years witness re- 
plied ‘that on various occasions. the| 
question had been revived, efferts| 
had been made to ascertain whether 
developments in the local  situation| 
would make it possible for the Coun- 
cil to secure the desired information, 
[but up to quite recent years the de- 
tails were unavailable, 


Squatters and Trespassers 

‘Witness went on to agree with 
‘counsel that developed land implied| 
land with houses and undeveloped 
Jand being barren land. Counsel en- 
‘quired whether in most cases undeve- 
oped land would be agricultural land, 
speaking generally. Witness dis- 
‘agreed that in most cases undevelop- 
ed land would be agricultural Iand. 
In the eastern district he explained, 
lundeveloped land was. agricultural 
until recent years, but in other dis- 
trlets he said, the ‘land in most cases 
‘was fallow, awaiting a favourable op- 
portunity to be sold.

Fatal Shooting 
INQUEST ON MISS A. D, SIMMONS 
Before Mr. C. 1. Haines, HM, Coroner] 
(Shot by a person unknown) 
“Shanghai, Feb. '26. 

At tho inquest into the death ot 
Miss Alice Daisy Simmons in H. M. 
Police Court yeslerday, Mr. C. H. 
Haines, the Coroner, found that she 
died of a gunshot wound while she 
was at Farren's Night Club on 
February 16, and expressed-the hope 
that the §.'Mf, P. would be able to 
bring the murderer to Justice. The 
hearing opened when Dr. K. Squires 
was called to give evidence of a post 
mortem he conducted on Miss Sim- 
‘mons’ body. 

He stated that he found a wound 
about 2% Inches below fier right! 
collar bone. the bullet emerging from 
her body In the left lumbar region. 
‘The wound was clean, he said. and 
consistent with the body being hori- 
zontal {o the ground when it entered. 
The witness went-on to say that death 
would have been quick, coming 
within ffleen minutes at the outside. 
There. was little visible external 
bleeding from the wound, 

Dr, Alexander Korosi' was then 
called, ‘and said that he was at Far 
en's Night Club on February 15, 
when he heard a number of shots 
shortly after midnight. A few 
minutes Jater he was summoned to 
the roulette room upstairs. Where he 
saw a man lying ona couch, He 
attended to this man, and then saw 
Miss Simmons, whom he knew, lying 
fon another couch. He first. thought 
that she had only fainted, and was 
Suiflering from shock, as there was 
‘no sign of any wound. 

‘He finally put her into a taxi ond 
took her to the Country Hospital in 
company with two police officers, On 
the way he noticed that her pulse 
hhad stopped beating. and when they 
arrived at the hospital he tried to 
Tevive her, but without success. He 
then notified Dr. Squires. her medi- 
cal attendant, In the meantime he: 
hhad taken off her dress and saw the 
bullet wound, 

‘Mrs, Clara White told the court 
how the shooting took place in the 
roulette room. She was in Farren' 
when she heard a commotion at the 
entrance of the room and saw a 
party of men standing at the doorway. 
One man went to the right of the 
room, behind the gamblers and fired 
fone shot, yelling unintelligibly at the 
same Ue. A few seconds later one 
‘of the group at the doorway fired a 
shot Into the room. ‘This shot was 
fired almost direclly at Miss Simmons. 
the witness explained. while she war 
stooping down, possibly to pick up 
her bag. Miss Simmons eatled out 
“Bessie. I'm shot, I'm shot”. and slid 
under the table, In the meantime 
several more shots had been fired 
after the Austrian watchman jumped 
fon one of the gangsters. and som 
body shouted for the others to take 

‘Witness said that ‘she then crawled 
under the table and saw deceased's 
legs moving. later stiffening. After 
wards when the gang hod gone two 
men tried to revive her, and put het 
fon a couch: She was unconscions 
at this time, and breathing heavily. 
Mrs. White added, 

In giving his verdict. Mr. Haines 
said. “T find that Alice Daisy Simmons 
died at Shanghai on February. 16, 
1941, and that the cause of death was 
internal hacmorrage due to a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by some person 
unknown at Farren’s Night Club.

THIS SPRING INVASION 
7 By O. M, Gneex 


In times ‘of war superstition is rife. A 
eurlous legend now going round is that in 
‘the very near future, some tremendous event 
will oceur which will so. shock the world 
‘that we shall all stop fighting. But what is 
it to be? “In the Days of the Comet” recurs} 
to mind. Nothing but a miracle, or beating| 
them to pulp would stop the Germans from 
‘fighting. “Peace,” said von Moltke, “is a 
dream and not a good dream.” And some| 
1,900 years ago Tacitus wrote of the Ger-| 
mans; “They hate peace and think it weak 
to win with sweat what can be won with 
blood.” ‘They have always been the same—| 
brutal and remorseless to those they conquer, 
cringing and cowardly to thelr superiors. 

‘As against war-ending miracles, all military 
writers (and the Prime Minister) continually 
warn us to prepare for a terrific ‘test of 
strength this spring, ‘There is a general belief| 
that Hitler will try to invade us, probably’ 
Deginning with trains of gliders each carry 
ing, 60 ot 70 armed men and a light tank or 
two,’ their business being so to smash. up 
our’ factories and disrupt communieations| 
‘that an ormy might be landed by sea, One 
obvious difficulty is that trains of gliders 
would have to fly low and slowly, afid would 
thus be very vulnerable, But that is not to| 
say that Hitler won't try something of the| 
sort. It would really be a relief to every 
fone if he would, 

Meanwhile evidence of the increasing 
strength of our Alr Force is to be seen on 
the daylight raids -by British bombers sup- 
ported by a large force of fighters on enemy 
territory. ‘This is not only more satisfying | 
than night raids good as they are, but proof| 
that we are able to take the offensive. ‘The’ 
Germans still outnumber us in,the air, but. 
it is not doubted that our air craft are very 
much superior to theirs, in spite of blood 
curdling stories of semi-invisible aeroplanes 
with soundless engines, which some German 
is said to have invented. 

‘Mr. Herbert Mortison’s order calling up| 
men between 16 and 60 to fight incendiary 
bombs is memorable as the first time in our 
Kistory that compulsion has been applied to. 
civilians for war work. And after all why 
not: ‘The principle of a nation at war and 
‘every member of it in the front line has. 
Jong been accepted simply because it obvious~ 
ly must be. And if men are conscripted for 
the ary, why not for other services bear~ 
ing on the war. What is so extraordinary is 
‘that among all the devices preached by the| 
Government for our protection against enemy 
aireraft, no one until recently seems to have| 
thought of night guards. Yet there is no 
question whatever that incendiary bombs can 
very easily be put out if tackled as soon as 
they fall. Both London and Bristol hav 
been saved from numbers of fires by the 
fire-watehers on duty, even though the latter | 
were still not fully’ organized and fewer 
than they will be soon, 

‘Apropos of fire-spotting an ingenious reader 
of “The Times” suggests the use of ‘periscopes 
put up the chimney, so that the roofs might 
‘be watched from inside the house. In bad 
weather this is certainly an attractive] 
notion, 

‘A wine-merehant lost in the City fires of 
some weeks ago wine which he could have 
sold now at a clear profit of £4,000. If he! 
had been able to hold it he would certainly’ 
have made much more. Wine stocks are 
running out rapidly and it is impossible to 
say when they will be renewed. ‘The French 
White wines are practically exhausted 
French vermouth is almost unprocurable. 
‘The cheaper sherries and ports are said to be 
running very low. Speculators are buying| 
up all the wines they can, but the dealers 
ave checking this game by refusing to sell in 
more than limited quantities. Other wines 
may be replaced when peace comes without 
diffculty but champagne, already command~ 
{ing 2003. a dozen compored 150s. before the 
war, is likely to be an occasional treat for 
millionaires only. ‘The Germans are in the 

















-champagne country and are reported to be 


‘carrying off all the stocks to Hunland. They 
probably are, Champagne is a wine they 
specially love to guzzle. 

Much material for cheap wit is provided 
by the Food Minister's urging us all to eat 
8 many carrots as possible, of which we 
have the largest stock ever grown in this 
country. They are recommended to build 
energy, improve the complexion, keep down 
winter’ allments and cure night blindness. 
Potatoes are another bumper crop, excellent 
Yor energy-bullding, and so is oatmeal rich in 
vitamin Bi and iron. Yet in fact oatmeal 
is quite difficult to buy, grocers having given 
up stocking it in favour of the patent pre~ 
pared oats which can be cooked in ten 
minutes. 

At a luncheon given to advertise his re~ 
commended foods Lord Wootton was served 
with potato casserole, potato eclairs, curried 
carrot, carrot flan, oatmeal sausages and honey 
buns.” All might’ be excellent, but obviously 
all depend on good cooking, and the average 
English housewife has so long been used to 
getting everything in a tin, “vegetables. in 














cluded, that she has much to learn now in 
order (o serve up tasty dishes. 

‘The control of prices has now been ex~ 
tended to a great number of foods parti- 
ularly in tins on which there has been pro- 
fitecring. The immediate result of course ic 
that the articles in question go out of sight 
at once. Probably this is temporary. Sooner 
or later the grocers--one had nearly said 
‘growsers—will sce the folly of cutting 
their noses to spite their faces. 

As an illustration how difficult it is to 
obtain a passage overseas—Mr. and Mrs. C. 
E. Whitamore are still waiting for a ship 
to China. ‘Their leave was up some months 
‘ago, but even the F. O, cannot get them| 
berths. 


‘Sir Peter Grain is very well though he| 
rarely leaves his pleasant country home in 
Buckinghamshire for ‘London. He and a 
retired ‘general are salvage superintendents 
fot their district and since last June have 
‘collected and despatched 81% tons of waste 
paper to the nation’s savings. 

‘There is a panic among the users of safety 
razors. Blades are running short- and soon 
there won't be any more. Ingenious people 
‘write to the papers deseribing how old 
blades can be reset by rubbing them on the 
inside of wine-glasses.

All this is correct to some extent, but there 
fare many points to be thought of in a case of 
this sort, When I wrote of “weaving exercises” 
ele, Twas writing of Rooks which are @ kind 
of crow, but are possibly not the particular 
crow meant by the old saying. My guess is that 
the word “crow” was pleked on merely because | 
crows—big, black, nolsy birds, easily seen and’ 
quickly identified, aro about the best known 
Birds in the world: the original expression 
‘might just as well have been “as the bird les.” 
‘meaning @ crost-country line from point to 
point free of all obstacles and diversions. But 
It would, indeed, be interesting to trace exactly 
which erow was in the mind of the man who 
made this phrase, or at least to know which 
crow had been visualized by ornithologists of 
the past when they used it, " Chaneing to read

day morning everything ‘was doing its best 
to took like Spring in spite of an overcast sky 
and & chilly wind from the north-east: a few 
duck feeding in a long lagoon might well have 
been Widgeon when seen through the glasses, 
‘but attempts to get near them were rewarded 
only by a tallend view cx the birds swept off 
on vivid wings: higher up a great Grey Heron 
flopped lazily over’ the sky, while a lock of 
birds looking black as erows in the distaifce 
soon identified themselves as.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Feb. 18-—Scting a large group of Chincse 
Nareissus in lower in a local garden, remind- | 
ed us of the care and attention that is given | 
fo these bulbs when they are being prepared 
for the Spring Festival market. The “Joss Lily” 
is referred to here as the New Year ‘lower and 
‘We had the opportunity this year of watching 
two farmers. preparing thelr stock in 
a deserted. garden” next door: we were 
able to. watch the Interesting proce= 
ure unseen from one of our windows. On 
arrival, the men opened negotiations with the 
‘Watchman and, we presume, the question of 
commission on’ sales was decided. The garden 
is ideal for the purpose of Chinese narcissus 
forcing, for a high bamboo fence protects It 
from eold north winds and there is not a tree 
in the place to cast a shadow. The men quickly 
got to work and batches of bulbs were cleaned 
Sally and incisions made in them before they 
were in water in. shallow - wooden 
Yubs that were produced by the score. 
Each morning, before starting to clean another 
batch, “the men” would remove the previous 
Gay's’ batch from” Uhe water ond carefully 
frrange them upright in another tub. The tubs 
‘wore arranged in groups of twenty, four being 
laced in each row. Tt was most interesting 0 
Watch the men changing the water and tho 
position of the tubs each day: the inalde rows 
Srere never allowed to remain in that, position 
Tonger than twenty-four hours. As the bulbs 
produced thelr flower stems and leaves, the 
Chief task appeared to be the maintenance of 
fa correct. proportion: as the nights became 
older, protection was provided; but the bulbs 
were never taken into the house. When the 
Gay arrived for grading’ the produce, ‘conter- 
fences were long and arguments loud. Each bull 
fn grade “A” had to have a certain number of 
flower stems and leaves, and if they were not 
there, arrangements were, made to provide 
them’ offsets were removed {fom some of th 
Smaller bulbs and these were skilfully attached 
fo others with the ald of pleces of wire. ‘The 
Work was most carefully performed and treat 
ed bulbs ‘were dificult to detect. Just prior to 
fhe Spring Festival, the stock vanished as sud~ 
only as it had arrived and the watchman was 
‘nailing for days—W3%.

oan or beast with the ald, of many’ ingenious 
ontrivances. Yes! rlea is expensive these 
days: but we wonder what percentage of the 
‘actual cost of the grain on the merket goes 
{o ‘the ‘farmer snd whether the ‘people Who 
make the most profit set aside any part of it 
to compensate the farmer for a poor crop. Poot 
erops are experienced occasionally end when 
they’ are, the farmer suffers. Rice is known to 
science as Oryza, derived from the Arable word 
Eris; six species are recognized, including 
©. sitive, the well-known rice of’ commerce. 
Mountain’ rice (Oryzopsis) thrives on the sides 
of hills and this plant will stand low tempera- 
tures ; the grain Is very mediocre, however, but 
it Is ‘used as food in many parts. Ay the’ real 
article could not be persuaded to grow in Eng 
lend, ‘attempts were made to introduce Moun- 
fain ‘rice with practically the same results: the 
foliage grew vigorously, but soeds were scarce 
and “it is now used more as a foliage plant.

Tontea) is the one most universally liked. The 
Pussy Willow (S. discolor) is perhaps in great- 
ef demand for floral decoration work. owing 
fo its. attractive ments, enveloped in long 
silky hairs, that appear very carly in the year 
Defore the Ieaves. The willow absorbs large 
Quantities of water and in this respect it is 
Somewhat analogous to the Eucalyptus. “Tem- 
ple of Heaven” plants are starting to produce 
flowers ; but. we shall have to walt for'a litile 
while before’ this most accommodating plant 
turns the ground under our trees inte 
a moss of colour. The effect of a mass of 
these: flowers, When seen from a distance, al- 
ways reminds us of the beautiful oxpanses of 
Bluebeliy we used to admire so much In Eng 
Ush woods. The Shepherd's ‘Purse (Capsclle 
bursa-pastoris) 1s now producing ils flowers 
in small corymbs at the extreme end of 
racemes which bear the heartshaped seed 
ods from which it derived its common name, 
a5 well “as the early bullereup (Ranuscutus 
ternatus). This plant may be a weed, and while 
we object to it growing on our lawn, thera ix 
something about a bultercup in’ flower that 
appeals to us. Tho little Veronica, with itv 
flowers of a beautiful shade of bluc, 1s also 
poeping from amongst the grasses, while the 
Wart Weed or Sun Spurge (Euphorbia netios~ 
cpia) is producing its fve.rayod umbels of 
yellowish.green flowers on stiff and erect 
Stems in leafy bracts. Ants aro sald to be 
extromely fond of the feshy outgrowth of the 
seed of this weed, while files appear to like 
the nectar of the exposed flowers.—W..K-
